Mr. and Mrs. Louis Klein will 


Agriculture in Virginia, 
tions in Spotsylvania County were 
investigated with particular care, 
and the results hsve proved aur- 
’prising. In 1909the county voted 
$100,000 to improve 40 miles of 
rood. Two years after the com¬ 
pletion of thia work the railroad 
took away in 12 montba from 
Frederickaburg, the county seat, 
71,000 tons of agricultural and 
forest products hauled over the 
highways to that town. Before 
the improvement of the roads this 
total was only 49,000 tons annual¬ 
ly; in other words, the quantity 
of the county’s produce had risen 
more than 45 per ceDt. Still more 
interesting, however, is the in¬ 
crease shown in the quantity of 
the dairy produces. In 1909 these 
amounted to 11M;815 pounds, in 
1911 to 273,02'ft; pounds, an in¬ 
crease of practically 140 per cent 
two years. In the some time ship 
meats of wheat has increased 59 
percent, tobacco 31 per cent, and 
lumbar and other forest products 
48 per cent. 

In addition to this increase in 
quantity the cost of hauling each 
ton of produce was materially re¬ 
duced. _ In other worts, the far¬ 
mers not only, produce more, but 
produce more’ cheaply, for the 
cost of transportation to the mar- 1 
ket ia of course an important fac- ( 
tor in the cost of production. 
From thia point of view, it is esti¬ 
mated that the $100,000 spent in ’ 
improving the roads in Spotsylva¬ 
nia County saved the farmers ot 
that county $41,000 a year. 

In the past two years the traffic 
studies of the Federal experts 
show that approximately an aver- , 
age of 65,000 tons of outgoing 
products were hauled over the 
improved roads in the county an 
average distance of 8 miles, or a 
total of 520,000 “ton-miles.” Be- * 
fore the roads were improved it , 
was estimated that the average . 
cost of hauling was 20 cents a 
"ton-mile;” after the improve * 
ment thia fell to 12 cents a “ton- 
mile,” or a saving of 8 cents. A > 
saving of 8 cents per mile on r 
250,000 “ton-miles is $11,000 a 1 
year. The county’s investment . 
of $100,000 in other words re- 1 
turns a dividend of 40 per cent , 
annually. j 

Because this saving, in cases of * 
this character, does not take the 
form of cash put directly into the j 
farmer’s pocket there is a wide- J 
spread tendency to believe that it 
is fictitious profit, while as a mat- j 
ter of fact it is just as real a source 1 
of profit as an increase in the ( 
price of wheat. 

In Dinwiddie County, Va., for * 
example, where peanuts are one 
of the staple crops, the average 1 
load for two mules on a main 
road waa about 1,000 pounds be- . 
fore the road was improved. Af¬ 
ter its improvement the average 
load was found to be 2,000 pound*, 
and the time oonsumed in hauling 
the larger load to market wus ‘ 
much reduced. In other words, 
one man with a wagon and two ( 
mules could do more than twice 
as much work with the improved 
road than with an unimproved
